the local press. But, outside his 
county, the name of Ibbotson 
meant virtually aothing. 

‘Today, that name étcuds for 
courage, determination and 
superb physical fitness. Tt 
provides inspiration for every 
ambitious young athlete. 

.What kind of man is this 25- 
year-old Yorkshireman, who is 
the biggest box-offlee draw in 
British athletics? And how has 
he made such = sensational pro- 
fress? 


Ibbution Is a gay cavalicr. of 
sport, a mans with a woy dry 
humour, always seeming carefree 
ond rdaxed. On the track he 
has an casy, economical running 
action, and has been known to 
grin broadly at the mest critical 
stage of a Trace.

HOPELESS TASK

Only a tew hours after ruu- 
ning the world’s fastest mile, 
Ibbotsen and family were dash- 
ing, with lupgage cnd a carry- 
cot, to catch a train for his 
firm’s sports mccting, 

It has been that why since 
Derek Ibbotson emerged from 
evoseurity ia 1955, 

Jn that reascn he borrowed a 
pouad from his mother to go to 
Manchester for a “training spin" 
with Gordon Pirie. He finished 
the “spin” as the seventh fastest 
man Jn the world over 2,000 
metres. And at the mile sloge in 
the race his time was 4mins 
8.8sccs. 

This . performence provided 
the first clue to Tbbotson’s griat 
potential. 


SECOND PLACE 


Two months later, when Chris 
Chatawoy broke the world's 
three-mile ecard it was Spee 
son who mat possibly 
brilliant puce-making. Working

to nn pre-norranged pila the 
Yorkshiteman sseriieed himoelt 
for Chataway and only just 
gaincd stcond place after falling 
on_the last lap. 

But cme year later these posl- 
tlons were to be reversed. In 
July, 1058, Ibbotson took the 
British three-mlle itle away 
from Chatawaoy, beating him 
by Inches. Both mon rectumed 
the same time--13mkis. 32.6secs. 

The following month Ibbotson 
caused on even greater sensation. 
He ran the milo in 3min. 59.4 
S0c3., equalling. Bannister's 
national record and becoming 
the ninth man in the world to 
run: the mile in less than four 
minutes, 


It was no premeditated per- 
formance like Banailster’s. 
Ibbotscn only entered the race 
to get an. extra ticket for the 
competitors’ benquct following 
the mtcting between Britaln and 
Czechoslovakia. 

He wanted another ticket for 
his filtmece’s American cousia 
who was on holiday in Britaisi, 
and,he had: been told, as o joke, 
that he would have it if he ron 
in the mile. 

So Ibbotson ran—Iin spite of a 
dislocated blg too and - trouble 
with cn Achilles tendon, 

This wos typical of Ibbotson. 
He has a flair for the unusual— 
both in public and private Iifc. 

Last year, he almost failed to 
reach Melbourne for the Olympic 
Games. At Athens, he was 
Involved in- a dispute with air- 
port officials because he publicly 
tore up co anti-British leaflet 
which had been banded to him. 

Even the courtship of his wlfe, 
formerly Madeleine Wooller, 
British flve-misute miler, was 
unusual, He met her in a Mos- 
cow garden during an athletle 
tour, wooed her in Prague, ond 
Proposed on a cross-country 
tralning rum in Middicsex,
